The inventions set forth in claims 1 and 3 to 13 
are not disclosed in any of the documents that are cited 
in the international search report, and would not have 
been obvious to a person skilled in the art . 

Document 1 discloses a technique for switching 
broadcasts according to the reception state of the 
broadcast selected by the user; therein, document 1 
indicates that the reception frequencies of the broadcast 
stations that can be received in each area are associated 
with position information and recorded so that when 
receiving a broadcast, the broadcast is selected by 
acquiring position information and then specifying the 
broadcast station reception frequency that is associated 
with the acquired position information. In other words, 
it would have been easy for a person skilled in the art 
to configure so that the base station position

information and information pertaining to the broadcast 
stations that can be received are associated and stored 
in order to enable the selection of a broadcast. 

Meanwhile, document 2 discloses a feature wherein 
the receiving station is associated with the running 
position and stored in response to changes in the 
reception state along a route that is being travelled for 
the first time. In other words, it would have been easy 
for a person skilled in the art to configure so that the 
reception frequency is associated with the position 
information and recorded in the storage means in cases 
when the position information has not already been 
stored . 

In the inventions set forth in the abovement ioned 
claims, however, the reception frequencies of the 
broadcast stations are detected and then the reception 
frequencies of all of the detected broadcast stations are 
associated with the base station position information and 
recorded in the storage means in cases when the position 
information has not already been stored, and the feature 
in question is not disclosed in any of the documents or 
obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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Box No. VII Certain defects in the international application 

The following defects in the form or contents of the international application have been noted: 

Claim 3 sets forth the "telephone unit recited in 
claim 2." However, claim 2 was eliminated by the 
amendment forms dated 28 September 2 005, and thus it is 
thought that claim 3 should instead set forth the 
"telephone unit recited in claim 1 . " 
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
